CHURCH-HOME IDEAL 
IS STILL VITAL 


When we look back on the ori- 
gins of the Christian church, we 
are reminded that the churches, 
in various places where the ‘mis- 
sionary journeys of Paul and 
others led to their establishment, 
were in ‘the homes of the disciples. 

Saint’ Paul, in greeting Priscilla 
and Aquila, says, “Likewise greet 
the church that is in the house.”. 

A church could not very well be 
maintained in a home without the 
family being a part of it, and fam- 
ily religion.is strongly exemplified 
in the experiences: of. these early 
Christians. . F 

The home and family, therefore, 
were of great importance in the 
beginnings of the tian church. 
Their status suggests very clearly 
what ought: to be the relationship 


_ ‘between the church @nd the home, 


between Christian belief and prac- 


tice and family ‘life, at all times, 


_ and in all places. 
However, one must realize with- 
out any undue pessimism. that, in: 


' most, if not in all, egmmunities to- 


day the facts and conditions’ re- 
garding church and home are very 
different from those that the New 
Testament records. 


In the great multitude of cases,. 


such strictly Christian homes are 
perhaps the exception, even where 
there is profession of Christian 
faith. To mention one example: 
For good or bad, the rule of par- 
ents in the home is no longer what 
it was in those early: Christian 
shomes. 

And present-day conditions 


' create new difficulties, as families 
are. ‘fiot “often iweetiner’: as they 


once: were. 

But the ideal, implicit in Chris- 
tian faith and teaching, and in the 
close association of home’ ‘and 
ehurch in the days of early. Chris- 
tianity, still remains. . 
unusual performance can only ‘be 


developed by hard work. However, 
thisghard work must be full of 
variety, proper rest periods and 
conducted with a thorough under- 
standing of how the body operates, 
When the athlete is - - physically 
educated, he develops confidence.

BYLAW 455 


A Bylaw of the Municipal District of Wainwright No. 

16 to limit the operation of trucks, trailers and traction en- 

gines on all public roads, highways, streets and lanes in the 
* Municipal District of Wainwright No, 61, 


WHEREAS 

Under the provisions of the Municipal District Act 
the control of all publi® roads, highways, streets land lanes 
within the said Municipal District is vested in the Municipal 
District of Wainwright No. 61 and there is duty on the Mun- 
icipal District to repair the said roads. 


AND WHEREAS 

Under the provisions of the Public Services Vehicles 
Act the Council may prohibit the use of any district road, 
local road, or portion thereof by any truck, trailer or tnac- 
tion engine and the said Public Service Vehicles Act and the 
Highways Traffic Board do not provide for the control as 
contemplated in this Bylaw. 


THEREFORE 

The Council of the Municipal District of Wainwright. 
No. 6l-enacts as follosw: The term “Truck” shall include.all 
trucks with la rated capacity of one ton or more and the 
term “Tractor” shall include traction engines operated on 
wheels and also such motor vehicles as ‘run. on tracks. 

(No person shall operate any truck, trailer or tractor 
on any District road, local road ot portion thereof without 
permission of the Councillor in the Division in which the 


- vehicle is operating during any rainstorm or during a rainy 


season or at any time when the said vehicles ‘breaks through 
the surface of the: roadway or causes rutting or breaks 
chunks of road material from the road bed. 7 

Any person or persons who are found guilty of a 
breach of this Bylaw shall be guilty of an offence and. liable 
on summary conviction for a first offence to a penalty of not 
more than Twenty-five dollars ($25.00) and costs, for a se- 


. cond offence to a penalty of not more than Fifty Dollars 


($50.00) and costs for third or subsequent offence to a pen- 
alty of not more than One Hundred Dollars ($100. 00) and 
costs.
